AWARD NIGHT 


The St. Louis Audubon Society announced its awards for the year on April 23, 
1954. The $100 Audubon Nature Camp Scholarship was given to Mrs. Elinor Hay- 
ward, 5821 Clemens Avenue, in recognition of her work with retarded children at 
Special No. 18, Scullin School. The Audubon Camp of Maine, which she attended. 
is in the Todd Wildlife Sanctuary, a picturesque wooded island in Muscongus Bay, 
about 65 miles northeast of Portland. Youth leaders with a hobby or professional 
interest in conservation participate in field trips which demonstrate the best methods 
of good teaching of the wiser use of our natural resources and its relationship to 
human welfare, 


The Silver Cup was won by the Kirkwood Conservation Club at Kirkwood 
High School. Kenneth Eopp, Vice-President of the Club, accepted the award. 


Memberships were awarded to eleven students: Carole Courson and Bob 
Jenne, members of the Southwest High School Audubon Club who handle the 
arrangements for most of the Student Audubon Screen Tours; Dorta Schwerdt and 
Devora Feir, students at Harris Teachers’ College, majoring in biology who hope 
to carry on their knowledge of conservation in their teaching; Charles Marlan of 
Roosevelt High School; Jim Hashbarger of Kirkwood, Mo.; Phyllis Phipps, Jacquline 
Burton, John Fritz and Raymond Drier of the Lutheran Orphan Home, DesPeres. 
Mo.; and Mr. Clinton Carman, 4853 Natural Bridge. 


Memberships were awarded to two classes: the Sixth Grade Room at Mal- 
linckrodt School, and the Sixth Grade Room at Lindenwood School. These pupils 
camped together at Camp Wyman during the first week of last May and increased 
their knowledge of conservation and outdoor science,
